The trial commenced on or near the 20th.of last 
April. ‘The select Committee iv this. case, -con~ 
sisted of six persons, viz: Elder Daily, Charles 
Robbins, Hiram Ford, Willis Wilder, James Wing and 
Mr. Joslin, all of the towns of Hancock, Granville, and 
Rochester, and al! members of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. 

The necessary arrangements haviog been made. ac- 
cording to the requisitions of the Methodist Discipline, 
Mr. Wiiliams read the letter containing the chatges 


against Mrs. Levitt. The letter, as near as 1 ean rec- 


ollect, reads ag follows— 
Rev. Mr. Williams Letter to Mrs. Levitt. 

Having hedrd some reports which you have circula~ 
ted, 1 do hereby request youto appear at Mr. C’s, “in 
Hancock to answer to the following charges, and if you 
do not appear and prove yourself innocent, it will show 
you are guilty, and we shall consider you so. We shall 
then take a disciplipary course with you. 

The charges are as follows, as near as | can recol- 
lect not having a eopy of them, viz: 

I. Slander, and ite specifications. Ist specification— 
for reporting the story that Br. Williams bad been in- 
strumental in breaking up an intended marriage be- 
tween yourself and Joel Cooper, Esq. 2. for saying 
that Williams influenced the said Cooper not to’ marry 
you, 93d. for saying that Cooper offered to carry yow 
to the Lake. 4th, for saying that Williams bad tried te 
injure your character and standing in society. 5th, for 
|| reporting that Br. Williams said you were not a suita-

ing that Br. Williams had said you were not enter prie- 
ing, &c, 

IL. Falshood, &c, Ist, forsaying that Br. Willame

Mr. Williams was asked previous to: the 
above testimony being introduced if he had made any 
such observation, and he denied it. But afier the 
above testimony, he was asked the same question again, 
w which he gave an affirmative answer. So after a fact 
was established he acknowledged it. 


Mr. A. Chaffee also testified that Williams told him 
these things would not answer, and that Joel ought not 
to marry Mra. L. for she was not a suitable person to go 
into his fainily. He said he asked Williams why she 
was not asuitable person ? to which he replied, she 
was not enterprising, prudent, or economical. Another 


gentleman asked W. if he had made any snch state- || 





ment, to which he answered, no! Mrs, B. was brougdt 


forwad to teetifiy. She said W. enquired of her} 


whether Mrs. L. was enterprising, prudent and econ || 


omical. It appears very evident that Joel Cooper would |) 
have married Mrs. L. bad Willams not interfered. Mr. \ 
C. has told two or three persons that he should have | 
married Mrs. L. had he not been influenced another | 
way by W. These facts can be proved, if necessary. || 


that an agreement for marriage bad been made hetween | 
them. These were. brought forward to prove on the! 
part of Mrs. L, that she wae not guilty of the charges | 
brought against her, and that W. was guilty of report.’ 
ing the stories, and not only that, but of employing oth- 
ers to enquire for him, about the character of Mrs. L.| 
which can all be proved; yes, and more too. I would 
here remark, that when Mrs. L. visited any of her 
neighbors, W. would soon follow after and enquire what 
she had said about him. Joel Cooper and Rev, Mr. 
Slawson took the same course, 


Mr. Williams was asked, if he wrote a letter for Joel 
Cooper to Miss Freneh, to which he answered no. The 
counsel for Mrs. L. affirmed that he did write such a 
letter, to which W. replied, with some earnestness, PROVE 
vr! This was done by a reference to the post office de- 
partment at Rochester. It was found that on the 19th 
of Dec. lust, W. mailed a letter to Miss French, and, on 
the 29th of same month, he received an answer from 
Mise French informing him that she would receive thé 
addresses of Cooper. On the 4th of January last, Ceop-| 
er wrote a letter of dismission to Mrs. L, I shall ehow | 
before I get through, that C, rather equivocated, but; 
will leave the reader to judge for himself. 

The above contains, in substance, all the testimony 
on the part Mrs. L. 

The principal wittnesses on William’s part were 
himself and Joel Cooper. Mr. Williams used his influ- 
ence to impress on the minds of the select committee 
that the bargain was a conditional one on the part of 
Cooper, that if, on inquiry, the character of Mrs. L. was 
immoral, be should dismiss her. Williams contended 
that he did so dismis her. So mnch for William’s testis 
mony. 

It appears, however, frem letters sent by Cooper to 
Mrs. L. that both were satisfied and made a fair bargain 
for marriage ; and these letters, if necessary, can be pre- 
sented. Cooper acknowledged Mrs. L. was agreeable, 
and did not deny bat he made a fair bargain with her ; 
but said he had no correspondence with Miss French 
previous to dismissing Mrs. L. 1 would give the reader 
to understand, however, that such was not the fact, but 
that Williams by Cooper’s request was corrospond- 
ing with Miss French before he dismissed Mrs. L.—
